THE ART OF GAMBLING. 


An article in the new “Quarterly” on ‘‘The 
Art of Gambling” should do much to dissuade 
men from risking much either at the tables, o> 
the Turf, or the Stock Exchange, the moral 
of the essay being that the average Aman 
must lose. It is an excellent pape”, as some 
extracts will show. Particularly interesting i- 
the opening passage: “In the middle of the 
nineteenth century the sma! estate of Monaco, 

nthe Riviera, brought in to its princely 
owner a revenne of a few thousand francs a 
year. The Corniche road, bury with diligence 
nd carriage traffic, conveyed travellers through 
La Taurbie, above the dall village of Monte 
Carlo, to Mentone and Ita'y on the one side, 
or to Nice and Canues jon the other. None 
knew that they were passing what was to 
become one of the most famons spots in the 
world. At that time Homburg, Bsden-Baden, 
Ems, Wiesbaden were flourishing _watering- 
places, with c:ow is of visitors in the season 


and every kind of roc‘al entertainment; they 


even provided opportunities for distraction at 
rouge et noir tables, where amusing games: 
could be played by tho-e who were bored by 
everything else. Then came, in 1866, the 
victory cf Prussia over Austria, and, as one 
of its indirect conseque2ces, the closure of the 
German gambling-rooms and the dispersal of 
tha gamblers. Amongst those who were thug 
deprived of thoir visible means of subsistence 
was a certain M. Blanc, who, after searching 
about for some time, at last foand a new home 
at Monaco. There he brought his old lamp, 
the roulette wheel, which, with his arsidaons 
polishing, in the end entirely transformed the 
place. The fables of Monte Christo have be- 
come facts at Monte Carlo. The income of the

“The roulette is a wheel which lies onitg 
faca with its centre on a fixed pivot, The 
oroupier causes the wheel to revolye rapidly 
abont its centre, and then jerks a small ivory 
ball in the opposite direction around the rim. 
When the ball loses its momentum, it falls into 
one of thirty-seven stalls cut into the surface

‘The even chances, so called because a 
successfal bet opon one of them earns the 
value of the stake, are red— against” black) odd 
against even, first eighteen againat sebond 
eighteen, Zero does not belong to any of these 
groups. When zero appearr, the bank takes 
half the stakes, and thus gains, on the 
average, 4 in 37, or 1.35 percent. on the even 
chance3. If the gambler bets on a number and 
wins, the bank pays him thirty-five times bis 
stake instead of thirty-six ‘timer, and thus 
wins on the average one stake in thirty-seven, 
or 2.7 per cent. from the nambers. “Trente-et- 
quarante,” a game of cards, ig also played at 
Monte Carlo. There are only even chances, 
The advantage of the bank, called’ re/ait, can 
be insured against for 1 per cent. These «mall 
percentages of from 1 to 27 suffice te bring in 
an annual profit of about £1,250,000.” The 
trath is that the only possible winner in the 
long ran is the bank itself ! 

Turning to betting on horse races, the "Quar- 
terly” says: Many backers rely on the advertis- 
ing tipster for advice. The tipster will, for a 
small fee, tell you what horse is going to win, 
He does not actually assert, asa rnle, that his 
horse is certain to win, but he guarantees the 
secrecy and the value of his information. Thore 
who bay the opinion are singalarly credalous, 
If the tipster really thooght his horse could 
beat the favourite, he would back it himse’f, 
and make a fortune. -If asked why he did 
not bet, he will reply that it is not his 
business. Why is it not his business? For one 
reason only—that he knows, his tips are 
not worth following. The Select Committee 
of the House of Lords collected some curions 
evidence about the practical valoe of the 
advertising tipster’s selectious. The Duke cf 
Portland stated that, out of curiosity, he sent 
money to four tipsters, whdsa ‘special selec- 
tions’ gave oné winner and thirty-five losers. 
Another witness “had been given forty sacces- 
sive losers. In some cases theses tipsters 
choxse at random, having no knowledge of 
racing, and never visiting a racecourse. Most 
daily newspapers give hints from their sport- 
ing correspondents, who’ are generally men of 
some character and ability. These are, how- 
éver, Only suggestions, withont. any’ oracolar 
emphasis, generally, indeed, qualified by 

Experience 
shows that they are practically worthless. A 
calculation has been made of the results that 
would have been obtained by staking a oniform 
sum, throughout a whole season, en each cf 
the horses. recommended in the columns of a 
namber of the best-known London daily p: prs. 
In the case of one newspaper there would 
have been a slight profit. The tips of the othar 
widely circulated London journals wonld 
have entailed losses greater than a similar 
stake on the favourite would have prodaced. 
The horse which, just before the race, when all 
the latect information is available, carries the: 
su firaces of the best informed people gathered 
together cn the spot, is obviously more likely 
to win than the selection of an individnal 
prophet writing in London the day before the 
rico.” 

On the Stock Exchange the outsider’s chan- 
ces sie equally slender, and the article remarka 
on-the growing evil of betting on horse-races 
among the poor, The big bets batween wealthy 
owners, which used to form the balk of the 
wage: ing, have given way to starting-price trans- 
actions in emsll amounts, ondertaken by those 
who can ill afford to lose. “One of the worst 
features cf this kind of betting is its secrecy. 
[t is easi'y done through the post, ‘or in other 
ways on the sly. For clerks, factory hands, 
shop-assistants, and others, there isa strange 
fascination in the ‘sport of kings,’ even though 
in their case it can be bat: seldom enjoyed, 
except through the imagination. Their gaina-do 
them little good ; their losses are enor- 
mous in proportion to their in Similar 
to thie, though in higher social gtade, is the 
gambling in. stocks, carried on by. persons 
totally ignorant of such matters, mochof it 
done secretly, by post, throngh ‘outside’ bro- 
kers. These harmfal forms of gambling could 
be lessened by legislation. But perhaps the only 
radical care for reck!ess gambling will be found 
at last in the cuitivationof the _homan 
brain. No individaal having a true concep- 
tion of the principles that govern roulette 
would risk any serious sum of money at 
Monte Carlo, Now, there is a steady growth 
ia the understanding of roulette. Modern 
mathematicians know more of the laws of 
probability than did Pascal or d’Alembert. 
Modern system-mongers, great as is their folly, 
have at least got beyond some of the puerile 
superstitions of their predecessors. Few now 
believe in an infallible system. Thus the 
gambling at Monte Carlo becomes, by slow 
degrees, less irrational. While the total volome 
may be maintained, the operations of indivi- 
daals are” more discreet. ‘There is less belief in 
lngk or in'systems, less hope of winning and 
lesa persistence, So mach of the gambling in 
stocks and on horse-rages ig seoret that im- 

provement must be slow in these directions ; 

bat understanding will, in time, reach these 
circles also. It is not suggested that wagcring 
on games of clianoe, on horse-races, on the 
rise and fall of stocke, will come to an end; 
bat when the individual understands what he 


atop sooner ;and’ the average wager will be 
redaced to a comparatively harmless amount. 
The spirit of gambling is nearly allied to, and 
may easi!y be transformed into, the spirit of 
rational enterprise. The man who, for a worthy 
object, risks a carefully prepared amalgam of 
money and knowledge may, sometimes be 4 
loser ; but such losses can be'utilised as steps 
towards fatare gain, The gambler may never 
be aboliched ; but we may hope that in time, 
with the growth of intelligence, he. will be 
domesticated and harnessed for the use of 
mankind,”

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POLITICAL COMPLICATIONS. 


As the: Sublime Porte and Great Britain 
have agreed to delimitate the Tarco-Egyptian 
frontier on the Sinsitic side with the help of 
& Joint Commission, it would be opportane to 
seize this opportunity of “killing two birds 
with one stone” by extending the sphere of 
Operations of the Commission so ss to inclade 
not only the Sinaitic but also the Tripolitan 
borderland, for the western frontier of Egypt 
18°more in need of delimitation than the 
Sinaitic side. Any day the question of Tripoli 
may come to the front. Only a few weeks 
ago the Italian Press became very excited 
Over an alleged German propaganda in Tripoli, 
which it was said had been directed from 
Cairo by Baron Max von Oppenheim, the 
“Consellier de Legation” at the German 
Agenoy in the Capital, and afew days ago 
it was announced that the Saltan was pushing 
On tho donstraction of forts at Solloum, on 
the frontier, while it is well known that of 
late nombers of Ottoman troops have been 
sent to Tripoli and Benghazi, Pecuniarily 
these colonies are of no service to the Saltan ; 
in fact, they cost the Porte a considerable 
sum, but they have great religious and po- 
litieal importance in the Moslem world. 

Nothing published in the Franco-Italian 


agreement speaks ofthe future. of Benghazi. 


From time to time we see denials that England 
or Egypt has any intention of oceapying this 
country, and there is no mention of a possible 
Italian succeesion. T'o whom, then, is it to fall ? 
WhentheFrench get to Wadai, as no doubt-they 
eventually will, the only usefal and practical 
road for them will lie throngh Benghazi, just 
as the most practical road from Bornno rans to 
Tripoli. The limit sonth of Benghazi where 
Turkish inflaence ends is a somewhat vague 
one; and it is quite possible that the French 
will posh on until they come in contact with 
the Tarks, ifand when they have destroyed the 
power of the Ssnussi. Meanwhile, will Italy be 
in possession of Tripoli? The transfer to the 
Italians of French claims and pretensions to 
Tripoli is spokan of as a fait accompli; but ever 


since T'ripoli has been ear-marked for Italian. 


Occupation in the event of the break-up of the 
Turkish Empire, the Porte has become very 
mach awake to the importance of the last 
remnant of actual Turkish sovereignty in 
Africa. The sitaation in ‘Tripo!i, even from 
this cursory glance, will be seen to contain 
many permanent possibilities of political com- 
plications, and it would be very expedient for 
the fature tranquillity cf Egypt if the western 
frontier were delimitated. 

Of course, geographically, Benghszi and the 
splendid harbour of Tobrouk ought to belong 
to Egypt, batin view of our friendly relations 
with Italy Great Britain’s moral claims to the 
once-flourishing land of Cyrene would doubt- 
less be waived. 

As a sample of the interest Torkay is taking 
in Tripoli, we publish the following letter from 
a Constantinople correspondent : — The 
Saltan is not behindhand in appreciating 


| the, advantages of wireless telegraphy, andthe 


recent installation between Haiffa, on the 
Syrian coast, and Derna, near to Benghaz', may 
have been effected possibly in view of coming 
events in the African vilayet. The Berlin firm 
of Siemens and Halske contracted for this, as 
well as for the line between Rhodes and 
Derna. True to his old policy, the Sultan takes 
care to choose lines of communication which 
are unassailable by outsiders. A cable between 
Rhodes and Derna could be easily severed by 
a sea Power in the event of war. From its 
position, Rhodes is s good watch-tower where- 
from to spy out the movements ofa naval 
force, and the fact cf his having set up com- 


munications with regions which have become 


of recent years hotbeds of Turkish intrigue 
shows some premeditated design. The state 
of the Ottoman -Excheqner is not such as to 
warrant needless expeaditure of money which is 
sorely required elsewhere. Lord Cromer woald 
learn something to his advantage were he able 
to tap the wireless messages passing between 
Rhodes and Benghazi at the present time. 
Tripoli is now the place which needs most 
watching politically. When I was at Ben 
ghazi last year, I called on the Matessarit, 
Redjeb Pacha, in order to sound him 
as to what steps Turkey would take in 
the event of trouble in Tripoli. The Field 
Marshal, however, was not to be fathomed and 
put off the matter by a reference to the 
beantifal weather. In passing through the 
mabein of the konsk, however, I noticed one 
of the clerks painstakingly copying a chart of 
the Eastern Basin of the Mediterranean, On 
my enquiring whether he was fond of geogra- 
phy, he answered in the 4ffirmative, and 
stated moreover that he had‘ beén attached to 
the konak specially to draw .plans and designs 
for the Pacha, who was very fond of studying 
maps. He then showed me several plans with 
dotted lines indicating routes for the project- 
ed wireless telegraphy installation. This was in 
November. Since then we have badsthe Akaba 
business, and this has diverted attention to 
Egypt’s Eastern border, and I have transferred 
my quarters elsewhere, bat I should very 
mach like to know how the kettle is brewing 
there in Tripoli with its ten asa Wa:

from the Wallsend shipyard of .Messrs. Swan, 
Hanter and Wigham-Richardson, Limited, » 
twin-screw passenger steamer, built to the 
order of the Khedivial Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, Limited, and intended for their fast 
service between Alexandrie, Pireus, and Con- 
stantinople. She will do the journey to Athens 
in 80 hours. The principal dimensions are : 
—Length over all, 374ft.; beam, extreme, 
45ft. 3in. ; depth, moulded; 26ft. 8in. Accom. 
modation will be provided for 144 first-class 
passengers and 76 second-class passengers. T'he 
‘tween decks are also arranged for the carriage 
of third-class passengers or troops. The vessel 
has a long poop, the midship portion of which 
is fitted up with state rooms for first-class, 
the dining saloon being at the fore end. The 
remainder of the first-class passengers, together 
with some special suite rooms, drawing-room, 
and library, are fitted in a large deck house 


on the top of the poop deck. The deck over | 


this house is extended to the sides of the ship 
to form a platform for the boats, and also to 
serve as & promenade for the first-class passpn- 
gers. At the after’ end there is a very hand- 
somely decorated smoke-room. The after end 
of the poop is used for the second-class dining 

saloon and state rooms, with smoke-room\and 

entrance house on the poop deck above. The 

machinery, which is being constructed by the 

Wal'send Slipway and Engineering Company, 

Limited, consists of two sets of four cylinder 

triple expansion engines, the cylinders being 

27iv., 44in., 50in., and 50in. diameter, with 

42in. stroke. Steam is supplied by two large 

deuble-ended boilers and two single-ended, 

working at 180lbs. pressure, and fitted with 

Howden’s system of forced dranght.

SULTAN’S UNDISCIPLINED ARMY.

_ A TURKISH OFFICER’S VIEW. 


In, view of the recent relations between Great 
Britain and Torkey, the following description 
of the Tarkish army, published by Fechmy Bey, 
a former Turkish officer, in the “Riforma,” of 
Sofia, is of especial interest. This cffiger writes 
8s fo'lows concerniog the internal condition of 
the Turkish army :— 

“Throughout the greater part of Europe the 
opinion prevaile that the military forces of 
Turkey, thanks to the. efforts of Germany, are 
in & most brilliant condition. This is, however, 
a great mistake. I have myeelf served twenty- 
three years in the guards at. Constantinople,. 
and. have been sent to the provinoge on fre- 
quent military expeditions, and. the. t of 
my impartial observations are the conclusions 
that the strength and power of the Tarkish 
army have yanished into the re ion.of oblivion, 
and the present position of this army, notwith- 
standing the many years of labour expended 
on it by German officers,is extremely wretched. 
Anyone unacquainted with the position o 
affairs in contemporary Turkey might imagine, 
jadging from official data, that the Torkish 
army ig so well organized, disciplined, and 
powerful that itis able to succeastally cohtend 
with that of any of the Great Powers. In 
reality, itis nothing better than an undiecipli- 
ned mob, which, on the first serious encounter 
with the enemy, will be dispersed on all sides 
The present army, as regards spirit, cannot be 
compared with the army of 1877-78, when we 
fought for our Sultan and for our rights. 
Encountering Rassia, we went into battle with 
the fixed belief that the reward of our bravery 
would be the complete reform of the State. 
Bat what have we to fight for now? Bither to 
procure glory for the hated Garmans, who have 
fastened themselves round our necks, are pro- 
moted over our heads, and enjoy more import- 
ance at the court than thé trae sons of the 
Prophet, or to starve fur months together, 
without receiving our pay,until we are perhaps 
at last fated to beg for alms in some Turkish 
town. Soldiers should be proud, brave in spirit, 
and well fed ; but wa are degraded, trampled 
down int) the dirt by foreigners,and hangry !”

In these days of competition it is almost in- 
credible that a manofacturer could be found 
who would gratuitously annoy his customer for 
the sake of, say, threepence, yet, in the case 
under discussion, the English house added to 
the invoice the amount of the overcharge on the 
letter ordering the goods. The fact that, 
logically speaking, the manufactorer had a 
right to recover the sarcharge, and that the 
customer ought not to have felt aggrieved at 
having to pay for his own carelessness, does 
not alter the-case. The pointis that the man 
at this end was vexed, and the incident did 
not tend to improve his relations with the 
msnufactorer—and all for the sake of a few 
pence. 

In this connection, a sentence taken from 
Lord Cromer’s speech last Jane, when receiv- 
ing the honorary freedom of the Worshipfal 
Company ot Skinners, is somewhat & propos, 
Speaking on trade in Egypt hig Lordship said, 
‘ We must remember that we have to compete 
‘with the foreigner, not only in respect of 
“ quality of goods, but as regards tact, jadg- 
“ment, and couciliatory address.” It is un- 
necessary for us to labour the point, as the 
moral is quite clear. 

Although we advocate the principle that 
all quotations should be made c.i.f. Alexandria, 
it is, of course, assumed that manafacturers. 
will always be ready to give @ price in any 
other 1erms, if requested to do #0 by a probable 
boyer. The customer may have special reasons 
for desiring a‘quotation f.0.b., or free on track, 
and it iscerteinly the business of the sellers 
to meet him in the matter, quite regardless of 
their usual practice in such cases, In gpite of 
te obviousness of this statement, ws have 
before us a letter recently written by a very 
well-knowa firm of English manafacturers to 
an enquirer in Egypt in which they say, ‘We 
do not put f.o.b. anywhere.” It is true that, 
in the case we mention, the firm sent with 
the letter a-pro forma invoice showing all 
charges to Alexandria, but the point to which 
we take exception is the fact that a British 
firm of world-wide reputation should lay down 
for its own-guidance the hard-and-fast role 
above quoted. If, for example, the com- 
pany’s balance sheet at the end of any 
fioancial year is not a very satisfactory one 
from a shareholder’s point of view, the Chair- 
man will probably bemoan the severe 
competition they have experienced, the opera- 
tions of foreign tariffs, the difficulties of 
finding markets for their goods, and various 
other reasons tending to explain the falling-off 
in trade. The fact that the company may hava 
lost orders through a too rigid adherence to 
fixed rules—such rules being doubtless excel- 
lent ten years ago but out-of date now—will 
not enter into the Board’s calculations. ~ 

We think we cannot “better conclude this 

article than by giving -the following extract 
from a signed letter which appeared some little 
time ago in the English press uader the head- 
ing ‘Obsolete British Methods;—” 
“One of my friends in Cairo is a distin- 
guished engineer, Italian by birth but 
English by education and sympathies. He 
would like to buoy his material from 
English firms, bat they refase to sapply 
him with girders (for instance) measured 
‘ by the metric system. They persist in manu- 
“ factoring only in inches. ‘Trerefore, he 
has to deal with French and Belgian firms, 
whose matoria knowledggg ia inferior." 
“Again, English pianoforte makers will not 
screw together their frames, bot insist on 
glueing them. The glae melts in hot climat7s 
and the piano deteriorates. Hence the 
dealer in Egypt-—-slthough English—sells 
‘ German goods. In that country, the maua- 
facturers fre not above taking a hint. It 
“ig the old story of pigheadedness, but per- 
haps these two concrete instances may bring 
it again béfore the notice of those who are 
chiefly concerned,”
